‘I have used the 
power of the German nation for 
this purpose (the provision’ of 
armaments): ‘I am resolved to 
use Europe for the sanic pur- 
‘| pose, in fact I am doing so’, ‘I 
am grateful to fate that, if this 
struggle was necssary, it: has 
come during my lifetime and 
while Iam still feeling fresh and 
vigorous’, ‘I am feeling more 
fresh than ever-now and so on’. 


If Mr Winston Churchili spoke in 
this strain we should be greatly 
worried. We should feel that he was 
no longer leading the people but had 
obviously become a megalomaniac, 
We would ask ourselves whether the 
burden .he had assumed had not 
proved much too heavy for his single 
mind, What he did say was: “This 
is England's greatest hour,” nbt “my. 
greatest hour,” and there we have all 
the difference between the. two con- 
-cepts-of_life:_On. the one__hand, 2

There $s one point in Hitler's 
speech In which he dismisses’ con- 
femptuously ‘the Libyan campaign.

Ye told. about. the pheno» 
menon of’ free association, during 
Lwhich the mind simply wanders and 
thoughts are without cohesion and 
regulation. Let ‘this free ussoclation. 
continue, with no effort to correlate 
the thoughts, between the time of re- 
tiring and actually .xolng to slecy. 
This mental rambling 1s n halt sleep 
where’ the. higher mental functions 
which regulnte Jogleal thinking are 
at rest." 

Counting sheep, 
and other mental jxymmnastics that 
require thinking are ‘mercly tricks to 
cover up unpleasant 
actually Iead away from instead of 
toward sleep. 

Let the person with insomnia Ie 
down and relax, if possible, and let 
his thoughts wander where. they will 
Avold any attempt to think or con- 


centrate on any subject and either 


sleep will come or at least a stale of - 


half sleeping and half waking which 
is often just ag restful as sleep. 

Often a tub of water, nelther hot 
nor cold, In which one can He for 15 
or 20. minutes will relax one, and 
allow at least partial unconsciousness. 
Hot baths and massage are not usu- 
ally advisable, except a gentle rub- 
bing of the hands or arms. Just 
enough motion to make one realise 
that something {fs being done will 
often release tension and quict men- 
Mal activity. A glass of hot milk fs 
often heloful, Shallow, fitful sleep 
Is natural with some temperaments 
and requires no treatment, “Concen- 
ject on any subject defeats its ob- 
ject.

BLACK-OUTS 


BECAUSE'n considerable propor- 
tlon of people Ilving in Hongkong 
possess only 0 theoretical and second~- 
hand knowledge of alr raids, the 
Colony os a whole has yet to become 
conscious of the necessity of making 
black-outs thoroughly effective. It 
seemed that Wing Commander Stecle-

on Wednesday and Thursday. 

If the A.R.P. Director is convinced 
on this point the obvious course’ of 
action (opart from taking offenders 
to court) is to Indulge in another 
publlelty— campalgn— amongst the 
Chinese, Press announcements and 
handbills may not be sufficient. It 
is conceivable that there are.several 
thousands of Chinese here who can 
neither read nor write. But they can 
understand the spoken word; where- 
fore the authoritles might find useful

The authorities, on the other hand, 
have thelr duty to the public, which 
may be to consider whether it iy 
either desirable or necessary to 
make continual use of the siren in 
the event of air raids, The wailer is 
a psychologically bad Instrument; -It 
has been largely abandoned in Eng- 
lnnd, firstly because it became un- 
necessary as a result of the constancy 
of the alr attacks, and secondly be- 
cause the people came to regard it 
as simply a nerve-racking noise, 
accomplishing nothing of value.
